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Courage,  Celts,  and  kitchens

Local  writers  have 
something  to  crow  about. 
From  the  kitchen,  to  coming  of 
age  in  the  60s,  to  the  Irish  in 
California,  three  neighborhood 
authors  have  produced  works  of 
interest  for  just  about  all 
palates. 

On  Courage 

Of  particular  local  interest  is 
"Something  of  Courage,"  the 
first  novel  of  Terese 
Guglielmino,  37,  who  was 
bom,  raised  and  now  raises  her 
own  family  in  the  Richmond 
District. 

Her  central  character,  Josie, 
is  awakened  from  a  sleepy 
Richmond-District,  Catholic- 
school-girl  childhood  by  the 
influential  personalities  and 
factors  of  of  the  late  60s.  John 
and  Bobby  Kennedy,  the  Rev. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  rock 
and  roll,  the  free-speech 
movement  and  the  war  in  Viet 
Nam,  shake  Josie  from  a 
youthful  comfort. 

Aside  from  re-awakening  a 
passion  in  anyone  who  lived  in 
the  city  in  the  60s,  "Something 
of  Courage"  brings  all  that  is 
the  Richmond  to  life  in  its 
pages.  Walks  along  Geary 
Boulevard,  pensive  scenes  at 
the  side  of  Spreckels  Lake  and 
Catholic-school  classrooms  all 
come  alive  in  book  form. 

Although  Guglielmino  says 
her  book  is  not 
autobiographical  ("Josie  is 
much  less  obnoxious  than  I 
was.  I  obeyed.  I  ignored,"  says 
Guglielmino),  the  St.  Thomas

Apostle  and  Star  of  the  Sea 
High  School  graduate  says  she 
drew  heavily  on  her  own 
experiences  for  the  book. 

One  of  1 1  children  growing 
up  in  the  outer  Richmond, 
Guglielmino  says  she  wrote  her 
book  to  try  to  examine  what  it 
was  that  sparked  the  passion  of 
the  60s  and  also  attempt  to 
rekindle  it 

"The  book's  about  people 
taking  a  stand,"  she  says,  "and  I 
think  with  the  past  eight  years 
of  Ronald  Reagan,  too  many 
people  are  living  marginal 
lives,  like  the  homeless.  I 
needed  to  put  into  precision 
what  it  was  that  made  people 
feel  passion  in  the  60s  and 


make  us  more  political  again." 

Guglielmino  lives  with  her 
husband  Michael  Ward  and  sons 
Paul,  9,  and  Geoffrey,  5,  in  the 
outer  Richmond,  where  Paul 
attends  St.  Monica's  School. 

She  dedicated  "Something  of 
Courage"  to  Viet  Nam  veteran 
Brian  Willson,  who  lost  both 
legs  below  the  knees  when  he 
was  run  over  by  a  train  at  the 
Concord  Naval  Weapons 
Station  two  years  ago. 
Guglielmino  has  never  met 
Willson  but  says  he  has  put 
into  action  all  that  her  book 
represents:  taking  a  stand.

Youth  court  readies  for  debut

Kids  are  now  being  actively 
recruited  to  form  the  first  "youth 
court"  scheduled  to  begin  at  the 
end  of  February. 

Junior-level  students  at 
Washington  High  School  have 
received  applications  to 
participate  in  the  program, 
according  to  Richmond  Station 
Lieutenant  Jack  Ballentine,  and 
should  return  them  within  the 
week. 

The  completed  applications 
will  then  be  checked  to  assure 
that  the  student  maintains  a  2.0 
grade  point  average;  has  the 


referral  of  a  school  counselor  and 
has  the  approval  of  a  parent  or 
guardian. 

"We're  on  track,"  Ballentine 
said.  "It's  really  moving  now." 

Students  volunteering  for  the 
program  are  being  asked  to  make 
a  six-month  commitment  to  the 
innovative  program. 

The  Youth  Court  Advisory 
Group,  made  up  of  Richmond 
residents,  police  officers  from  the 
Richmond  Station  and  members 
of  Safety  Awareness  for  Everyone 
(SAFE),  is  making  final 
preparations  for  the  court's  debut. 

The  advisory  group  has 
scheduled  a  training  session  for 


mid-February  to  prepare  the 
students  for  the  first  court 
proceedings. 

Additionally,  an  office  has 
been  set  up  at  the  Richmond 
Station  where  acting  court  clerks 
in  the  program  can  work  and  keep 
records  monitoring  the  meting 
out  of  each  jury's  sentence. 

Although  a  location  for  the 
actual  court  proceedings  has  not 
been  confirmed,  Ballentine  said 
both  the  University  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco  (Laurel 
Heights  campus)  are  possible 
sites. 

The  youth  court  program  is 


modeled  after  a  successful 
program  in  Danville,  California 

which  uses  peer  pressure  to 
change  aberrant  juvenile 
behavior.  Kids  are  the  defense 
attorneys,  prosecutors  and  jury. 
Only  one  adult  is  present,  acting 
as  judge,  to  preserve  participants' 
constitutional  rights. 

Kids  who  are  first-time 
offenders  of  vandalism,  graffiti  or 
alcohol  abuse  will  be  the  new 
program's  first  participants. 

Punishment  by  the  court, 
public  service  work,  is  part  of  the 
final  plan  still  under  development 
by  the  advisory  group. 


Precautions 
can  help 
prevent  rape

Be  aware  of  your 
surroundings.  That's  Inspector 
Sergeant  Kevin  O'Connor's 
caution  to  women  on  how  to 
protect  themselves  from  sexual 
assault 

"Use  common  sense  and  think 
about  the  possibility  of  being  a 
victim,"  he  told  a  group  of  50 
Richmond  District  residents  who 
gathered  Jan.  24  for  the  monthly 
neighborhood  meeting  at  the 
Richmond  Police  Station. 

O'Connor,  who,  along  with 
one  lieutenant  and  seven  other 
inspectors,  belongs  to  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department's 
Sexual  Assault  Detail.  He  told 
attendees  that  last  year,  in  their 
neighborhood,  the  detail 
investigated  18  reports  of  sexual 
assault.  Many  of  those  he  said, 
may  have  been  prevented  had  the 
victims  taken  precautions  such  as 
locking  their  doors  or  not 
walking  in  the  park  alone.  Ten  of 
the  Richmond  District's  18 
sexual  assaults  last  year  occurred 
in  Golden  Gate  Park. 


Date  rape  is 
becoming  much 
more  prevalent 
-  O'Connor 


Charged  with  investigating 
reports  of  sexual  assault 
involving  adults,  the  detail 
investigated  approximately  50 
felony  charges  city  wide  last  year. 
Date  rape,  O'Connor  said,  is 
becoming  much  more  prevalent, 
and  women  should  be  particularly 
cautious  of  men  they  have  just 
met. 

Other  items  discussed  at  the 
meeting  included  a  year-to-date 
report  by  Lieutenant  Jack 
Ballentine  on  crimes  committed 
in  the  Richmond  district.  As  of 
Jan.  24,  457  crimes  had  been 
reported  to  the  Richmond  station. 
The  majority  of  these  were 
misdemeanors,  including  acts  of 
vandalism  and  graffiti. 

Ballentine  also  reported  that 
due  to  the  City's  budget 
constraints,  the  number  of 
Richmond  station  personnel  has 
dropped  from  88  in  1985  to  61  in 
1989.  Ballentine  said  that,  in  the 
interim,  calls  to  the  station  have 
increased  dramatically.

Local  Sikhs  protest 
Indian  injustices 
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Angry  Sikhs  rally  at  Indian  Consulate  on  Arguello  Blvd.  to 
protest  the  hangings  in  the  Gandhi  assassination. 


The  Richmond  District 
became  a  center  of  world  events 
last  month  as  religious  Sikhs 
from  the  Bay  Area  descended  on 
the  Indian  Consulate  on  Arguello 
Boulevard. 

The  Sikhs  were  protesting  the 
hanging  Of  two  Sikh  guards 
found  by  an  Indian  court  to  be 
guilty  in  the  assassination  plot  of 


Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi  in 
1984.  The  hangings  touched  off  a 
wave  of  protest  throughout  the 
worldwide  Sikh  community. 

"There  is  not  one  iota  of 
justice  for  the  Sikhs  in  India," 
said  Robby  Shergill,  a  Sikh  who 
drove  up  from  San  Jose  to  voice 
outrage  at  the  hangings.  "Where 
is  justice  for  the  Sikhs?"

Other  Sikhs  carried  placards 
reading  "Hang  Rajiv  - 
responsible  for  the  1984  massacre 
of  the  Sikhs"  and  "Hell  with 
Indian  justice." 

The  assassination  of  Gandhi 
was  in  retaliation  for  the  prime 
minister's  ordering  of  the  Indian 
army  in  1984  to  raid  the  Sikhs 
holiest  shrine,  the  Golden 
Temple  in  Punjab,  India.  Punjab 
has  been  the  site  of  conflict  in 
India  because  of  Sikh  calls  for  a 
separate  nation. 

The  assembled  crowd  of  about 
100  Sikhs  was  orderly  as  several 
police  officers  from  Richmond 
Station  kept  a  watchful  eye  on 
the  protest.

Overjoyed  fans,  reveling  in 
the  49er’s  superbowl  victory, 
spilled  into  the  Richmond 
District,  causing  the  closure  of 
Geary  Boulevard  for  two-and-a- 
half  hours. 

Richmond  Police  Station 
night  shift  supervisor  Lieutenant 
Jack  Ballentine  decided  to  close 
the  boulevard  westbound  from 
Arguello  to  Fourth  Avenue  from 
6:45  to  9:15  p.m.  when  crowds 
overflowed  the  Irish  pubs  in 
those  blocks. 

Shortly  thereafter  he  ordered 
the  eastbound  lanes  closed 
because  the  street  party  made  for 
a  potentially  dangerous  situation. 


"The  real  risk  was  people 
driving  around  with  other  people 
hanging  out  of  their  cars," 
Ballentine  said. 

Approximately  2,500  people 
poured  into  the  streets,  police 
estimated,  with  only  several 
arrests  being  made. 

"The  crowd  was  amazingly 
well  behaved,"  Ballentine  said. 

The  superbowl  party  was 
considerably  less  explosive  than 
the  1982  and  1985  49er  victories 
which  resulted  in  looting  and 
other  property  damage  throughout 
the  City.

Richmond  sewer  choices  meeting 


The  Clean  Water  Program  will 
conduct  a  public  hearing  to 
receive  comments  and 
recommendations  from  residents 
concerning  sewer  route  choices 
in  the  Seacliff  and  Richmond 
District 

There  are  currently  four 
choices  to  be  chosen  from  -  two 
involve  a  12-foot  tunnel  under 
the  Seacliff,  Lincoln  Park,  Fort 
Miley  and  Sutro  Heights  Park  to

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Deficit  could  increase, 
Mayor  Agnos  warns

Mayor  Agnos  is  dealing  with 
a  host  of  problems  as  he  starts 
his  second  year  in  office. 

Among  them  is  how  the  keep 
the  Army  at  the  Presidio,  a  battle 
Agnos  has  joined  forces  with 
congresswomen  Barbara  Boxer 
and  Nancy  Pelosi  to  fight. 

As  the  City's  third  largest 
employer,  the  Presidio  pumps 
between  $400  and  $600  million 
into  the  local  economy  each  year. 
Much  of  that  economic  benefit 
comes  to  the  neighborhoods 
bordering  the  base,  including  the 
Richmond  and  Laurel  Heights 
business  communities. 

"The  Presidio  is  the  only  base 
(earmarked  for  closing)  that  is 
simply  being  transferred  from  one 
federal  department  to  another," 
Agnos  said  while  addressing  the 
dozen  publishers  and  editors  of 
the  SF  Neighborhood  Newspaper 
Association. 

The  mayor  added  three 
arguments  why  the  Presidio 
should  be  exempted  from  a  list  of 
proposed  base  closings  intended 
to  save  federal  dollars  and  that  the 
Congress  is  expected  to  approve: 

1)  The  Presidio  is  a  major  job 
center,  with  more  than  2,000 
civilians  working  at  the  base. 

2)  The  historical  significance 
of  the  base,  with  between  200 
and  300  buildings  on  the 
historical  register,  should  be 


maintained. 

3)  Environmental  concerns 
about  a  converted  park  with  less 
police  enforcement 

"We  don't  want  to  see  it 
become  a  dump,"  Agnos  said. 

If  Congress  does  approve  the 
Presidio's  closure  the  1,441 -acre 
base  would  automatically  become 
part  of  the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area. 

More  budgetary  woes 

Agnos  cites  the  projected  $70- 
million  budget  deficit,  as  his 
most  pressing  problem  at  city 
hall.  (The  deficit  could  go  higher, 
the  mayor  warned,  if  Hetch 
Hetchy  revenues  are  reduced 
because  of  less-than-normal 
rainfall.) 

However,  the  mayor  is  more 
confident  handling  this  year's 
shortfall  due  to  his  crisis 
management  of  last  year’s  $  180- 
million  deficit 

Agnos  cites  0-based 
budgeting,  where  each  city 
department  starts  with  the 
assumption  of  a  clean  economic 
slate  and  justifies  every 
expenditure,  as  his  primary  tool 
for  solving  last  year's  deficit. 
Using  this  approach  caught  SF 
General  Hospital's  "phantom 
bum  unit"  which  was  budgeted 
year-to-year  but  did  not  exist 

Last  year  1,100  unfilled 
positions  on  the  city  payroll  were 


eliminated  with  only  150  of  the 
City's  23,000  employees  being 
laid  off,  Agnos  said. 

Three  and  a  half  problems 

Agnos  says  there  are  three- 
and-a-half  "unsolvable  problems" 
his  administration  confronts. 

AIDS:  There  is  no  cure  for 
Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  and  Agnos  says  the 
state  and  federal  government  must 
shoulder  some  of  the  massive 
costs  for  treating  San  Francisco's 
AIDS  patients.  Many  of  the 
City's  sick  are  in  the  advanced 
stages  of  the  disease,  requiring 
expensive  treatments  and 
medicines. 

"We  can't  deal  with  it  alone," 
Agnos  said  of  the  medical 
dilemma. 

Crack  Cocaine:  The  mayor 
calls  the  proliferation  of  crack 
cocaine  on  the  streets  an 
"epidemic."  He  stressed  that  the 
problem  cannot  be  solved  simply 
by  increasing  police  officers  on 


the  street  and  added  that  social 
workers  need  to  work  more 
diligently  in  the  field  to  help  turn 
the  tide. 

The  new  Oceanview 
Playground  project  was  cited  by 
the  mayor  as  an  example  of 
deterring  drug  dealing  in  the 
City’s  playgrounds.  Off  duty 
police  officers  participate  in 
youth  programs  at  the 
playground,  their  presence 
providing  a  positive  example  for 
the  neighborhood. 

Homeless:  The  Agnos 


administration  is  taking  a 
different  tact  than  previous  ones 
by  sheltering  homeless  people  for 
three  to  seven  days  while  trying 
to  help  them  with  counseling  and 
treatment.  Previously  the  tact 
was  to  shelter  the  homeless  on  a 
night-to-night  basis  which  cost 
the  City  $7  million  a  year. 

Rediverting  funds  and  linking 
the  homeless  with  social  workers 
to  help  find  the  underlying 
reasons  for  a  person's 
homelessness  is  part  of  the 
comprehensive  plan  the  mayor’s 
office  is  putting  together  to  solve 
the  problem. 

Graffiti:  This  is  the  "half’ 
problem  the  mayor  has.  Talking 
to  San  Francisco  school  students 
and  contacting  the  mayors  of 
other  large  cities  are  two  ways 
Agnos  is  trying  to  get  a  grasp  on 
a  solution  for  solving  the  costly 
problem. 

When  asked  if  the  graffiti 
plaguing  MUNI  buses  could  be 
eliminated,  the  mayor  said  it 
would  cost  $12  million  a  year  to 
clean  them  right  away.  Too  much 
money  while  facing  a  huge 
budgetary  deficit,  he  added.

"California,  the  Irish  Dream," 
preserves  and  passes  on  the  rich 
history  and  legends  of  the  Irish  in 
California. 

Bom  in  Ireland's  County  Leix 
more  than  80  years  ago,  the 
energetic  Dowling  settled  in 
California  in  the  late  1920s. 
Since  that  time  he's  been  an 
astute  observer  of  the  Irish  in 
their  new  homeland.  His  new 
book  is  the  culmination  of  his 


fascination  with  his  old 
compatriots  and  their  unique 
place  in  California's  history. 

Despite  many  historical 
accounts  describing  the 
discrimination  suffered  by  Irish 
immigrants  in  California, 
Dowling's  set  of  colorful 
biographies  offers  another 
viewpoint 

Dowling  suggests  the  Irish 
fared  better  in  California  than  in 
other  parts  of  the  nation  because 
of  a  much  more  open 
environment  and  an  already 
Catholic-tolerant  atmosphere  - 
the  strictly-Catholic  Spaniards 
and  Mexicans  had  lived  in  the 


state  for  decades  before  the  arrival 
of  the  Irish. 

To  illustrate  his  point, 
Dowling  elected  to  profile  Irish 
men  and  women  who  helped 
weave  California's  successful 
urban  fabric.  He  tells  inspiring 
tales  of  those  who  contributed  to 
the  culture,  prosperity  and 
progress  of  the  state.  Kate 
Kennedy,  suffragist  and  educator; 
the  Concannons,  California's 
Gaelic  vintners;  and  John  Gately 
Downey,  the  Irish-born  governor 
of  California,  are  just  a  few  of 
Dowling's  subjects  who  benefited 
from  unparalleled  opportunities 
offered  by  their  new  homeland. 

It  is  Dowling's  contention 
that  the  Irish  and  their  varied 
contributions  to  California's 
prosperity  have  been  given  short 
shrift  He  attempts  to  balance  the 
scales  of  history  by  highlighting 
the  Irish  participation  in  all 
things  Californian. 

While  Dowling  mentions  the 
contributions  of  the  better-known 
Irish  tycoons  (John  Mackay, 
William  Ralston,  and  James 
Flood  among  others),  he 
concentrates  on  the  lesser-  known 
Irish  figures  who  contributed 
considerably  to  California's 
history.

Colma's  dead  once  rested 
at  foot  of  Lone  Mountain 


by  Renee  Renaud 

By  the  1850s,  San  Francisco's 
growing  population  looked  to  the 
northwest  corner  for  less 
expensive  real  estate  on  which  to 
bury  its  dead. 

Laurel  Hill,  the  first  of  four 
cemeteries  to  be  clustered  around 
the  base  of  Lone  Mountain,  was 
dedicated  in  1854.  The  three  soon 
to  follow  were  the  Calvary 
Cemetery  in  1860  and  the 
Masonic  and  Odd  Fellows 
cemeteries  in  1864. 

The  cemeteries  became  a 
popular  place  for  Surtday  family 
outings  as  the  surveying  for 
Golden  Gate  Park  did  not  start 
until  August,  1870. 

A  description  in  the  San 
Francisco  Annals  in  1854 
proudly  reported  that  there  were 
already  "delightful  dells,  scooped 
out  among  the  hills,  with  the 
evergreen  oaks  bordering  and 
fringing  their  quiet  beauty; 
valleys  smiling  all  over  with 
flowers  of  every  hue,  and  knolls 
covered  with  shrubs,  rejoicing  in 
their  crown  of  white  lilac." 

On  pleasant  afternoons,  well- 
dressed  families,  maps  and 
guidebooks  in  hand,  walked  along 
the  paths,  viewing  the  ornate 
headstones  and  statuary  marking 
the  graves  of  San  Francisco’s 
pioneers. 

According  to  the  Annal,  more 
than  twenty  miles  of  roads  were 
laid  out  in  the  •  cemetery 
following  the  lay  of  the  land, 
providing  pedestrians  and  carriage 
passengers  with  wonderful  views 
of  the  City  and  ocean. 

For  years  the  cemeteries  acted 
as  buffers  to  the  westward 
expansion  of  the  City  into  the 
Richmond  District.  In  1894,  J.H. 
Bond,  the  feisty  editor  of  the 
Richmond  Banner,  began  to 
promote  the  removal  of  the 
cemeteries  to  Colma. 

The  Richmond  was  only  a 
small  "town"  of  three  thousand  at 
the  time,  whereas,  east  of  the 
cemeteries,  San  Francisco  proper 
had  already  achieved  a  population 
of  over  three-hundred-thousand. 

Bond,  also  a  part-time  real 
estate  developer,  was  both

adamant  and  eloquent  about  the 
adverse  effects  of  the  cemeteries. 

"Dank  weeds  dripping  in  the 
winter's  rain  mingle  with  the 
decaying  headboards  and  wooden 
palings,  among  which  slimy 
lizards  and  hideous  insects  crawl 
from  the  light  of  day.  Over  all 
this,  the  brooding  atmosphere, 
laden  with  pestilence  and  death, 
hovers,  and  stirred  by  the  breezes, 
invade  the  homes  of  the  living 
and  plant  germs  of  disease  in  the 
organs  of  breathing  life"  Bond 
wrote. 

Bond's  righteous  editorials 
earned  him  the  scorn  of  the 
citizens  who  opposed 
disinterment  to  the  extent  that  a 
human  skull  was  placed  at  his 
office  door  one  morning. 

Bond  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Richmond  District  Property 
Owners  Association  which 
prevailed  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  pass  an  ordinance 
in  1896  prohibiting  the  further 
sale  of  burial  lots  within  the  city 
limits,  and  then,  in  1901,  to 
outlaw  further  burials 
completely. 

The  battle  to  remove  the 
cemeteries  to  Colma  followed  and 
continued  for  years,  with  groups 
such  as  the  Cemetery  Defense 
League  and  Save  our  Cemeteries 
fighting  the  evictions.  By  1914, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  ordered 
all  bodies  out  of  the  city. 

In  the  1920s,  the  Masonic 
Cemetery  was  purchased  as  a  site 
for  the  University  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Odd  Fellows 
Cemetery  was  vacated,  leaving 
only  the  green-domed 
Columbarium. 


In  1909,  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  gathered  to  commemorate 
Civil  War  dead  at  one  of  the  cemeteries  at  the  foot  of  Lone  mountain. 

Calvary  Cemetery  was 
evacuated  next,  with  housing,  the 
Sears  store  and  Kaiser  Hospital 
being  built  on  the  land 

The  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery 
Association  held  out  until  1937 
when  the  supervisors  demanded 
immediate  evacuation.  The  case 
went  before  the  electorate  and  the 
people  of  the  City  sided  with  the 
supervisors  and  the  cemetery  was 
removed. 

History  buffs  and  cemetery 
devotees  will  enjoy  a  trip  to 
nearby  Colma  where  at  the 
Cypress  Lawn  Cemetery  you  can 
find  the  great  vaults  of  Spreckels, 

Crocker  and  Hearst,  as  well  as  an 
impressive  monument  covering 
the  mass  grave  of  35,000 
nameless  pioneers  removed  from 
Laurel  Hill.

Stuffs  happening. 

Investors  want  to  demolish 
the  Safeway  at  32nd  and  Clement 
and  put  in  a  large  scale  shopping 
center  with  77  units  of  housing 
(studios  and  one  bedrooms),  to 
the  chagrin  of  the  Lincoln  Park 
Homeowner's  Association. 

The  youth  court  is  about  to 
blast  off,  the  Richmond  District 
taking  innovative  steps  to  help 
change  badly  behaved  kids  before 
they  get  out  of  hand. 

MUNI  wants  to  build  light 
rail  on  Geary  Blvd,  to  the  chagrin 
of  the  merchants  who  depend  on 
the  boulevard  for  their  economic 
livelihood. 

The  Presidio  may  be  closed 
soon  as  an  Army  base  and 
become  an  1,441  acre  park.  San 
Francisco's  third  largest  employer 
gone  bust  will  have  an  impact  on 
the  neighborhoods  flanking  its 
south  side,  as  the  Presidio 
contributes  $400  to  $600  million 
to  the  City. 

The  Laurel  Heights 
Improvement  Association  is 
battling  with  the  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco.  The 
school  to  expand  laboratory 
research  facilities  at  the  Laurel 
Heights  campus  School  of 
Pharmacy. 

Supervisor  Wendy  Nelder  has 
introduced  legislation  to  give 
amnesty  to  homeowners  that 
have  added  illegal  units  to  their 
property. 

The  debate  over  Neighborhood 
Conservation  Controls  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors 
continues. 

The  Clean  Water  Project  is 
narrowing  down  the  four  sewer 
choices,  with  each  alternative  to 


cause  major  disruptions  in  the 
Richmond  and  Seacliff 
neighborhoods  due  to  the 
burrowing  on  a  12-foot-wide 
tunnel  from  Baker  Beach  in  the 
Presidio  to  Ocean  Beach. 

The  SF  Department  of  Public 
Health  is  planning  to  convert  the 
Army's  foreign  language 
laboratory  at  15th  and  Lake 
streets  into  a  300  bed  AIDS 
hospital  to  help  deal  with  the 
City’s  public  health  crisis. 

There  are  also  changes 
happening  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
as  the  Asian  Art  Museum  plans 
its  move  into  the  main  library 
site  in  the  civic  center  and  the  de 
Young  Museum  expands  its 
operations. 

As  well,  the  landmark  Beach 
Chalet  at  Ocean  Beach  is  getting 
a  new  occupant,  most  likely  a 
restaurant  with  live  jazz  music; 
construction  may  soon  start  on 
the  Playland  at  the  Beach  site;  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department 
wants  to  build  a  new  recreation 
center  at  the  old  Sutro  Annex 
School  site  on  18th  Avenue;  live 
theater  has  returned  to  the 
Richmond  as  the  Asian  American 
Theater  Company  now  has  a  new 
home  on  Arguello  Boulevard; 

As  you  can  see,  there  is  no 
shortage  of  news  in  the  northwest 
comer  of  the  City. 

It's  been  five  months  since  the 
first  issue  of  the  Richmond 
ReView  hit  the  streets.  We’re  on 
the  beat,  learning  about  the 
issues  and  people  that  make  the 
Richmond  such  an  interesting  and 
diverse  neighborhood  to  live  in.

for  the  Peace  Corps.

_ If  I  could  nuke  the  Russkies  into  oblivion 

and  get  away  with  it,  I  would  drop  the  big  one.

The  little  40- watt  fight  bulb  clicked  on  inside 
my  mind.

Detective  Sam  Shikaze  is 
back  to  confront  another  mystery, 
this  time  as  a  25-year-old  police 
cadet,  in  "Rosie's  Cafe,"  a 
production  of  the  Asian  American 
Theater  Company. 

"Rosie’s  Cafe,"  a  prequel  to 
the  award  winning  play  "Yellow 
Fever"  by  R.A.  Shiomi,  is  a 
diverting  comedy-mystery  with  a 
streak  of  romance. 

""Rosie's  Cafe"  travels  back 
25  years,  tracing  the  beginning  of 
Shikaze's  sleuthing  career  to 
Rosie's  Cafe,  a  local  meeting 
place  in  "Yellow  Fever." 

Smart,  cynical,  and  trench- 
coated,  Shikaze  is  a  typical 
Humphrey  Bogart  character.  But 
Shikaze  is  hardly  a  cliche  for  he 
is  also  a  Japanese-Canadian  who 
has  to  wrestle  with  issues 
affecting  the  Japanese-Canadian 
community  after  internment. 

It  is  1951  in  Vancouver, 
Canada,  and  Japanese-Canadians, 
like  their  American  counterparts, 
are  rebuilding  their  lives  after 
being  interned  in  "resettlement 
camps." 

Shikaze  (William  Ellis 
Hammond),  helps  old-time  friend 
Rosie  (Sharon  Omi)  open  a  new 
cafe. 

Mitch  (Lane  Nishikawa),  a 
shady  character  with  a  chip  on  his 
shoulder,  steps  into  Rosie's  life. 
"Don't  let  this  guy  get  too 
friendly,  eh,"  says  Shikaze, 
warning  Rosie  of  Mitch's 
reputation  as  the  "Big.  Snake." 

In  the  meantime,  Shikaze 
meets  a  strange  but  intriguing  old 
detective  (Tom  Welch),  who  is 
hunting  for  the  Pier  6  Prowler. 

A  crime  is  committed,  fingers 
start  pointing,  and  within  the 
tense  web  of  mystery,  Shikaze 
comes  of  age  as  he  finds  himself 
caught  in  conflict  between  his 


belief  in  the  system  and  the 
evidence  of  post-war  racism  and 
police  corruption. 

The  fast-clipped  dialogue,  dim 
lighting,  and  suspenseful  score 
blend  together  for  that  witty,  40s- 
detective-style  mood,  but  the  play 
is  not  merely  light  and  laughter. 

Beneath  the  humor,  the  play 
provides  refreshing  insight  into 
the  Asian  American  experience, 
which  is  different  from 
Hollywood's  vision  of  Suzie 
Wongs  and  crazy  old  Chinese 
men.  It  skillfully  portrays  the 
problems  experienced  by  post-war 
Japanese-Canadians. 

"They  always  think  we  protect 
each  other,  guilty  or  not,  good  or 
bad,"  explains  Kimiko  (Karen 
Lee),  Shikaze's  steady.  "We  have 
to  show  them  that  we're  loyal 
citizens,  worthy  of  their  respect.” 

After  a  bad  experience  with 
the  police,  Mitch  rants,  "What 
the  hell  is  it  going  to  take  for  us 
to  stand  up  and  say  that's 
enough?" 


The  characters,  profiles  of 
various  Nisei  (second-generation 
Japanese-Canadian)  figures,  are  so 
well  defined  that  their 
personalities  jump  off  the  stage 
at  you. 

"The  play  gives  us  heroes 
who  we  normally  never  have," 
said  Lane  Nishikawa,  who  co¬ 
directed  and  acted  in  the 
production.  "Rick  (Shiomi)  wrote 
the  play  because  he  wanted  to 
create  a  Nisei  hero. 

"Sam  Shikaze  is  that 
character.” 

"Rosie's  Cafe",  directed  by 
Lane  Nishikawa  and  Simon  Levy 
and  produced  by  Eric  Hayashi, 
runs  Wednesday  through  Saturday 
at  8  p.m.,  with  3  p.m.  matinees 
on  Sunday.  The  theater  is  located 
at  405  Arguello  Blvd.  and  tickets 
for  this  must-see  play  costs  $13 
for  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 
Saturday,  and  $15  for  Friday  and 
Saturday.

The  culmination  of  the  parade 
is  Gum  Lung,  the  Golden 
Dragon,  a  fantastic  160-foot-long 
creature,  described  as  having  the 
head  of  a  camel,  the  horns  of  a 
deer,  the  eyes  of  a  rabbit,  the  ears 
of  a  cow,  the  neck  of  a  serpent, 
the  belly  of  a  frog,  the  scales  of  a 
carp,  the  talons  of  a  hawk  and  the 
pads  of  a  tiger.
